Our reasons for desiring these changes are explained 
in ay letter to you of March 29, 195C, i*e»* to emphasize 
the deliberative aspects of the Watch Committee’s work 
fiftd to keep to the absolute minimum transmission of memo- 
randa and preparation of reports. 

Zn this connection, I should like also to call your 
attention to the existence in the Department of Defense 
intelligence structure of the Joint Intelligence Indica- 
tions Committee, which appears to have substantially the 
same mission as that contemplated for the Watch Committee. 

: This Committee consists of representatives from each of 
, the service intelligence agencies and. in addition, rep- 
resentatives of Cl k and the Department of State ordinarily 
I attend its weekly meetings as observers* In view of the 
j apparent similarity in function and composition, it may 
; be desirable to clarify the relationship between the two 
'Committees prior to issuance of the Watch Committee 
| procedure.
